The Polish radio stition in Prudnik (Neustadt - 0534176) transnits Polish, 
Soviet and othsr satellite countries! broadeagte by means of wire to loud= 
spealars set up in alnost every house in the villane of Ssybowies. The 
nonthly charge for the use of such a loud-speaker is @0 zlotys. On the 
other hand, it is required that all raddo receivers be revistered vith the 
local offieiais. The nonthly charge for posscssine a radio receiver is 
500 zlotys. There arc Inowm to be about 290 receivers in the town of which 
only five have been registered. About half the population of Szyvouwice 
listens at various tines to foreign broadcasts in the Polish lanpuape., So 
far, it has not been prohibited to do a0, althourh it ts believed that all 
those who aro knowm to listen te forsimn broadcasts are registered by the 
UB (the internal security nolice) office. 


The government is trying to prevent Poles fron listoning to foreinn broad- 
casts by janming such broadcasts as "Daziennik radjouy" fron London, the 
Voice of America and the Madrid programs, and by reducinz the output from 
the Nysa (leise) poer plant at the tines of these broadeasts. The govern= 
nent has tried to overcone the negative attitude of the nopulation toward 
its official nrograns by using the so-called "Fala 49" or yavelength 49 
systen of cutting in to resulor broadcasts at unannounced timed vith short 
proparanda proecrano. 


Polish farmers in the Prudnik area sell all their produce on the black market 
other than what rust be sold to the ~ovarnnent at regulated prices. The items 
which bring the hishest prices on the blac market are pork: and pork sausage. 
The governnent is tryine to combat the black market by inposing heavy sentences 
on all farmers convicted of such activity. Towsver, the farmera are able to 
operate in comparative safetiy by dealing only with a lirited nunber of trusted 
custoners,
